On, May 29 th , 2011 at or about 3:25 a.m., members of the Fourth Police District received 
a radio run for an aggravated assault that just occurred in front of 5427 Georgia Avenue, 
Northwest, Washington D.C. Upon arriving on the scene, Officer C. Murphy, badge 
#3587, observed a black male, later identified as Garrett White, lying in the middle of the 
street in front of 5427 Georgia Avenue Northwest, Washington D.C. The victim (White) 
was severely bleeding, holding his abdomen and suffering from a stab wound to his 
abdomen. The victim's (White) chest and hands were covered in blood and there were 
pieces of body matter on the ground next to him. Officer Murphy immediately asked the 
victim (White) if he knew who did this to him, and the victim (White) immediately 
stated, "Ace, did this to me. He stabbed me!" Officer Murphy asked the victim (White) 
several times if he could tell him what "Ace" looked like, and. if he left on foot or in a 
vehicle. The victim (White) replied "if I make it through this, I will tell you." While 
waiting on EMTs, the victim (White) repeatedly asked Officer Murphy how long it would 
take for the ambulance to arrive. Soon thereafter, the victim (White) began to lose 
consciousness, DCFD Ambulance #22 arrived on the scene and transported the victim 
(White) to the Med Star Unit of the Washington Hospital Center where he was admitted 
for surgery. The victim, hereafter referred to as the decedent, succumbed to his injuries 
and was pronounced dead at 9:05 a.m., by Dr. Alex Pratt of hospital staff. 

The decedent's remains were transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiners 
pendin g a n autopsy. On, May 30 th , 2011, Dr. Sunil Pashar performed the autopsy on the 



decedent and ruled that the cause of death was a stab wound to the abdomen and the 
manner of death was ruled a Homicide. 

During the course of this investigation several witnesses were located and interviewed 
and they will be referred to as W-i, W-2, and W-3. 

On May 29, 2011, your Affiant, along with Detectives Sean Caine and Anthony Patterson, 
met with W-i (who knew the decedent) and asked W-i if IT knew a person that goes by 
the nickname of "Ace." W-i stated, "yes, I know where Ace lives." W-i took Detective 
Patterson to the address of| |Ingraham Street, Northwest. W-i pointed to the house 
and stated, "that's where Acenves". Your Affiant later asked W-i if IT knew "Ace's" real 
name. W-i replied "Aaron Adams. I went to school with him and have known Ace for 
seven years." W-i stated that "Ace" and the decedent had hung out together. 

Your Affiant did a WALES check and Aaron Adams, residing at ^Hlngr aham Street, 
Northwest, was identified with a date of birth of 4-27-86 and PDID# 568-988. 

On May 29, 2011, your Affiant met with W-2. W-2 stated that IT was inside the G-Spot 
Bar & Lounge located at 5413 Georgia Avenue, Northwest, on May 29, 2011, and IT 
observed the decedent, who IT knows as "Sanchez," and another subject IT knows as 
"Ace" at a party inside of this location. W-2 stated to your Affiant, 'there are video 
cameras inside of the place." 

On, May 30, 2011, your Affiant retrieved video footage of the inside of the G-Spot Bar & 
Lounge on the night of this offense. Your affiant met with W-2 to see if IT could see the 
decedent and "Ace" on this video footage. W-2 observed the video footage and identified 
both the decedent and "Ace." The person W-2 identified as "Ace" was wearing a 
sleeveless white t-shirt and long braids or "dreads" in his hair. 

On, May 31, 2011, your Affiant met with W-l again to show IT a confirmation photograph 
of Aaron Adams AKA "Ace." W-i positively identified the photo as being Aaron Adams 
with the nickname of "Ace." 

On, June 2, 2011, your Affiant contacted W-3 in reference to this offense. Your Affiant 
and Detective Caine met with W-3 and IT stated that on the night of May 29, 2011, IT was 
driving northbound in the 5400 block of Georgia Avenue, Northwest, when IT observed 
12-16 people, men and women, fighting in the 5400 block of Georgia Avenue in front of a 
nightclub. IT noticed a black male that was taller than the rest of the crowd with fists 
raised in a defensive posture (the decedent's height of record is 6'6"). W-3 stated IT 
drove past the fight and stopped for a red light at the intersection of Georgia and 
Kennedy Streets, Northwest, when IT observed the crowd coming towards IT's vehicle. 
More fighting occurred within ten feet of IT's vehicle. W-3 further stated that IT noticed 
a light to medium complexion black male with a white t-shirt and long "dreads" who 
appeared to be "hyped up" moving at a hurried pace on the sidewalk of the 5400 block of 
Georgia Avenue, walking through the crowd southbound back towards the nightclub 
where IT originally noticed the fighting taking place. Detective Caine asked IT "how long 
did you observe the fighting?" IT replied that IT was there for about three minutes. W-3 
stated that as IT was leaving the intersection of Georgia Avenue and Kennedy Streets 
Northwest, IT noticed the tall black male bleeding from the abdomen area in the middle 
of the street in the 5400 block of Georgia Avenue Northwest.
